Ttejit jrood limo and 
was uaod lu a eharni on a 1a>iy's neck- 
lace. 

One ot exactly tho saino pattern, but 
provided with a tiny pistol, whlob was 
used as an alarm. Is now to bo seen in 
the South Kensington Museum, Lon- 
don. Kiii|.'(ieorKc HI. of Enghuid bad 
n n ateli not Inru'or than an old-lash- 
ion, il silver llve-eent pleoo, which hail 
IJO dilTeront parts, tho whole not 
weighing as much ns a silver dimo. It 
would take a column of the Item to 
ununierato all the dainty littlo tlmo- 
]ii< ees that have been Invented during 
thu past 400 years. They have been 
made no larger than peas, and set In 
rings for physicians to fncllltato tho 
countln;; of the pulse. They havo also 
been lixinl in braeelets. brooelies. eje- 
gljisses, tops of peneila and even in 
uinliri'lla bands. Kinlsbod workmim- 
ship and plenty of money will provide 
almost any thing that can ha conjured 
up by a myrlad-mlnded people. 

The enirinenialti-rs. lilce tho wateh- 
makers. have iiI.^o trii il loiiit.ain ili->- 
tinutlon in tlio inattur uf tho dimluu- 
tlvo. In 1870, John Fann, the amtnsnt 
maker of great staam anginas, who re- 
sided at Ureanwtoh, Xnglsnd, came in 
possession ot what was than thu small- 
oat steam enulno In the world. It Ntooil 
on a thiee-piMiny pieee. It n ally 
covered le.-.s apaee, for ita baso-plato 
measured only three-eighths ot an Inch 
by about three-tenths.

In other 
words It would have taken 14li siieh 
entwines t ) lialance an ounce avoirdu- 
pois, rim e uf the I'onu engines would 
have wui|,'hed more than 146 Ilka that 
made by l^Ior. 

The angino made by D. A. Buck, ot 
Waterlniry. Conn., is nsimlly piven in 
IL-jts of suj ill lliili;.'S UH the siiiallesl en- 

gina lu the world, but this la u mistaku; 
ihu one mentioned last abova, ao far, 

takes the palm for smallness. 

Tho writer cheerfully admits that Iho 
Buck online is luoro perfect in its do- 
tails than the lowjv wonder, but the 
fad that its base platu is a ^oiil dollar 
forevor kills its claim to being the 
smallest, as the Iowa engine, as men- 
tioned above, uses a twonty-Dvo-uent 
gold piece for the piirixHe. Uuek'a 
unyino has 1 l.'t liisiiiH l, pieces ol ma- 
chinery, held together by live aerowe. 
Throe drops ot water fills tho boiler to 
overllitwinif. Tho diameter of its eyl- 
iniler is one-twenty ci'jhtli of an inch. 
'I'lio lcii;,'lli of sli'olce three tliirty-see- 
onda of an Ineh. lis entire wei(;ht, four 
and a half t^raitts.

STRANQE FIND IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Rcniark.ible Story of a Skeleton And 
a Manuscript Found In a Cave. 

Kililor Kun'inaii of tho Chester 
Valley l iiioii and W. W. Potts of 
Wunvick, siipcriuteudent of one of 
the extensive granite ipiarrieH at Falls 
of French Creek, furnished riveiitly 
one of the strangest stories on record 
and Miiicb for its entire authenticity. 

Ifeccntly while a new quarry was 
liciii^' open, si al Falls of Froueh 
Cri'ek, iu u mild .seeliou of country, u 
euve was discovered with S tkeletou 
ill it. \ grisMi-glass Imttle was fouud 
alongside the skeleton aud Mr. Polls 
took possession of it. In the evening 
at his home lie upuuiHl it and found u 
manuscript, faded and disolored by 
time. The niamiscript is andressed 
to Miss Virginia liaiidolph of Rich- 
mond, Va. 

Tho wTiter signs himself Arthur L. 
Corringtoo of Um same place aud 
states that he was with Washington 
at Valley Forge in 1778. He goes on 
to say that he was sent out ou a for 
aging expedition to the ueighborhootl 
ot French Creek when he received 
word that the British force had -cut 
him off. The writer Bays his moii 
tiKili refuge with friends while he 
made his way to the cave where he 
had hidden before. It was marked 
by a rock just over the entrance, so 
nicely balanced that s man could 
move it slightly with one hand. 

The Hoeing patriot took shelter in- 
side, and had hardly done so when 
the enemy came near and fired tlirw 
shot after retieatiiig men. The coii- 
oussion must have liestroyetl the bal- 
ance of the stone alxive the eutrauco. 
for it tell aud held the writer a p""' 
oner. A ray of sunlight alone 
streamed thruiigli the top. The 
manuscript proceeds to say that after 
many weary hours the writer bocomo 
eouvinced that he would have to {ler- 
ish there. He feehi the fever coming 
on and, with reason almost dethroned 
indicts tllis letter— having writing 
materials iu his pocket — with tho 
hope that the world may some day 
know of his fate. He speaks [mtlioti- 
oally to the memory and lorn of his 
betrothed and concludes as follows : 
"God is good; Ood is merciful to let 
you soi'in so near me. You are pray- 
ing for me now, at thia moment, 1 
find it. I know it is so my Ixdoved. 
It is not farewells I cannot say fare 
well; there is no farewell to love like 
ours. This agony will soon be over, 
and I will be free. I will be waiting 
for you in the land of the hereafter. 
Virginia, my liest Kned, I am aliiiqet 
there, and somethmg tells me 1 will 
not have to wait long for your com- 
ing. " 

The d.ito of niaiuiscript is May 20, 
177.S. Mr. I'otts says that he wrote 
to ail old friend in Richmond. This 
friend sent him word that her graiid- 
iiiot Iter's name was Bandolph and 
that in au old family burying-grouiiil 
near her house was a monument with 
this inscription: 

"Die<l of 8 broken heart on the Ist 
of March, IT.'O. Virginia Randolph 
age<l 21 years and !l days. Faithlul 
unto death. " 

This friend also sends Mr, Potts 
two old letters written one hundred 
and t<>n years ago, to Alice Peyton by 
Rachel Randolph in which tho disap- 
pearance of tho young mau is n>forre<i 
to and the approaching end of the 
young girl, 'rhe bones of Carrington 
will be sent to Richmond for final 
internmnt lieside those of his loved

The republics of Central Amertoa, 

Costa Rlcm Guatemala. Honduras, 
Nicaragua and San .Salvador, allhoughj

port trade to the United Statea. which 
would sei'in a little stranga For tho 
reason ^i\ .in above, and alao because of 
Iho lucreiuiing similarity ot Institutions, 
the United States ought to oontrol a 
much larger proportion of the trkde af| 
those small but Inoreastngly prosperous 
ropublicB.

JUDQE JAOKSON DEAD. 



The Pending Lsglslatlve Investigation 
Abruptly Ended. 
Surrounded by all his family, Judgo 
W, L. Jookaon, of the Jeffanon Circuit 
Court, died at SMo'chxik this mom 
ing, and hi tha flight of the hnmortal 
spark a useful oitiao, an able Jurist, 
a faithful friend, a h>vhig father and 
husband, in a word, a grand man 
passed away from the fields of his 
labors, his struggles, his triumphs. 

Judge Jackson, in addition to his 
ollice of ,ludge of the .lelferson Cin'uit 
Court, was also the President of the 
People's Mutual Aasurnnco Fund, of 
this city. He carried insurance in this 
and other ••omiianies to a large 
amount. This will go lo his wife. 
.Mrs. Jackson was .Miss .Sarah E. 
Cre«"l, and she was marriisl lo Judge 
Jueksou in Parkersbnrg alKUit forty 
two years ago. Their children are W. 
L. Jackson. Jr.. II. .lackson and 
Mrs. F. J. lloldcii. hIio ic.iidi'S at 
RiverBi<le, near t'liica^'o. l>iit who was 
hero at tho time of her father's death. 

When ,lndge Jackson came here, iu 
ISi'ill, he enterisl into a imrtnership 
with IMnard Y. Parsons, the brilliant 
eld.'r brother of the present Coiniiioii 
wealth's .\ltorney. -Mr. I'ais.ins was 
the only active p irliicr J iid^je Jackson 
ever had. In IST.'t. when Chancellor 
Cochran diisl. liov. Leslie ap|Kiiiittxl 
bulge 11. W. I'.riice, who was then 
Ciri'iiit .liidgc. Ii ■ till tie' vacancy as 
Chancellor. .\t the same time he ap- 
|K>iiited . I edge Jackson t<i the circuit 
K'licli to suci\ssl .ludge lirnce. tho 
unexpired term l>eiiig less than one 
.\1 the siu'coMling election, in 
l.**"!, .lud-e .hirl,.,on was cU'cttnl with- 
out oppositiviii to sueetssi himself. 
This was the ea.se again in l.'<^' and 
ISKti. His present term extendisl un- 
til 1892. 

Judge Jackson was a very gallant 
Confederate' .soldier and olfirar, and a 
meeting of the Confederate Associa- 
tion, of which he was one of the most 
prominent members, has been called 
for 8 o'clock this evenmg, at the Poly- 
technic Hsll. Judge Jackson entered 
the Confederate service ns a private, 
and after serving in ttiat capacity for 
a time, during w hii-h he diatinguiahed 
himself, be was apiwiiited to be Colo- 
nel of the Thirty-First Virginia Voi- 
untoera, C. S. A., by Gov. Letcher. 
From that place he rose by hia gal- 
lantry and ability to the rank of Brig- 
adier General. During most of the 
war he fought under his cousin. 
Stonewall" Jackson, and waa the last 
to surrender bis command, which he 
ilid at Richmond, after Gon. Lee's 
surrender.— Tuesday's Timea. 

When tho Legislature mot Gov. 
Biiekner, iu his message, iireforrixl 
charges of mairoasaiieo iu olBce 
against Judge Jaekson. which charges 
were inquired into by thj House ju- 
diciary committee. Two reports were 
.submittcd,but a vote was never taken. 
It was understooti however that when 
tho matter did come to a vote in tho 
.Assembly Judge Jackson would be 
vindicatcil

The third, or outer, disk is 7 
feet 10 Inche.H In dlainei .r aiid boars 
several sots of coiietMitrie circular 
spaces, showing tho names of the 
months and days and. tho signs of the 
todiac. Each zodiacal space is divided 
Into thirty degi-e -s a,i 1 an outer circle 
divides the d.tys of i i.-a-. 

'i'hc weights which are used have a 
drop of lid feet nnd taku half an hour 
each weel< to wind. The clock is sot in 
a stone frame about 15 foot sqiiuru, 
with tho badge of Henry Vlll. above 
the portcullis and fleiir do lis, with tho 
initials "H. B." bdiow.
